Hockey great Mario Temieux was diagnosed with Hodgkins' disease, a form of cancer. He 
took a two month leave from hockey and returned just twelve hours after his final radiation 
treatment. 

Sharon and David Schoo, the couple that left their two children home alone while vacation- 
ing in Mexico last December, have voluntarily given their two children up for adoption. The 
couple pleaded guilty to one misdemeanor count of child neglect and were put on two-years 
probation and ordered to do 200 hours community service with children. 

Rose Kennedy, matriarch of the Kennedy clan, turned 103 on July 22, 1993. 

The tragic disappearance and murder of Cassidy Senter and Angie Houseman prompted a 
slate-wide search for their abductors. Parents kept an especially close eye on their children 
and warned them of the dangers of strangers. T.V. stations began broadcasting segments ti- 
lled “Do You Know Where Your Children Are?" and gave us round-the-clock information on 
the progress of the search. 

The Metro-Link, St. Louis light rail system, opened with great success. 

Six Long Island Railroad commuters, were gunned down December 7. 

Fight foreign visitors were killed in Florida. 

In early October, Americans watched in revulsion as another U.S. soldier's body was muti- 
lated and dragged through the streets of Mogadishu. 

A biting cold wind on the Mississippi didn't keep a crowd from gathering for the new Clark 
Bridge dedication in Alton on January 9. 

The two year death toll in the former Yugoslavia rose to over 200,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren. The IJ.S. and other powers sent only ultimatums and humanitarian aid. 

In January, Missouri swore in a new governor. Democrat Mel Carnahan. Carnahan's oppo- 
sition in last year's election, former slate attorney W illiam Webster had been surround^ in 
controversy during the campaign over the Second Injury Fund scandal. Webster was indicted 
and received the maximum two years in prison. 

St. Louis elected its first black mayor. Democrat Freeman Bosley Jr. 

Riverboai gambling came to Fast St. Louis with the opening of the Casino Queen. 

Football filled the news pages as St. Louis tried for an expansion team. After the efforts of 
Jerry Clinton and Fran Murray fell short, multi-millionaire Stan Kroenke attempted to 
come to the rescue. The NFL postponed a decision on a second expansion team until after 
October 26. However, the group could not manage to complete the deal. Charlotte got the 
Carolina Panthers, Jacksonville got the Jaguars and St. Louis got horsefeathers. 

Mortal hombat, a video game, was disliked by parents for its graphic displays of violence, 
especially when the victor rips out the heart and the spine of the loser. 

South Africa attempted to remove the century-old system of apartheid, a distinct separation 
of the races, by changing the constitution. South Africa had been controlled by the white mi- 
nority through apartheid and the whites greatly suppressed all actions of black and Indian 
majority through violence. South Africa president F.W. De Klerk and African National Con- 
gress leader Nelson Mandele both won the Nobel Peace Prize for their efforts. 


Q 106.S radio personalities Steve and D.C. were fired after insulting a caller with a racist re- 
mark. The duo was later rehired by the station after the station announced they would be 
changing places on the FM dial.

Ruth Bader Ginsburg became the second women on the Supreme Court by replacing Justice 
Byron White. 

After seven years, the Brady Bill — requiring a five-day waiting period before buying a 
handgun — was signed into law. 

The city of St. Louis surpassed its old record for homicides — 266 set in 1970. 

Two of Clinton’s successive choices for attorney general, Zoe Baird and Kimba Wood, were 
caught up in Social Security tax controversies over aliens they employed in their households. 

On September 13, Yasser Arafat and Yitzhak Rabin shook hands, signing an accord in 
which the Palestinians renounced warfare against Israel and the Israelis promised autonomy 
for the Palestinians. 

India had an earthquake that killed nearly 10,000 people. 

British and Irish leaders agreed to a framework for peace that leaves the people of Northern 
Island free to choose their own political destiny. Prime Minister John Major and Irish 
Prime Minister Albert Reynolds pledged support with the hope that Northern Ireland’s right 
to self-determination would persuade the IRA to lay down its arms. 

In Russia, Boris Yeltsin battled hard-liners, and in December the ultranationalists bolted to 
the front with a surprising showing in the parliamentary elections. A new name to reckon 
with, Vladimir Zhirinovsky, emerged from the elections. 

The most advanced unmanned space instrument ever built, the Hubble telescope, was 
launched three years ago with a flawed primary mirror and other defects. In December, as- 
tronauts spent II days in space fixing it. But it will take two to three months for scientists to 
determine if all the fixes were successful. 


Bungee jumping made its debut at the VP Fair in July. Marty Hatch, of Hazelwood, jumped 
from the 200-foot crane only to find the rubber cable unattached. He landed safely on the air 
bag below. The attraction was closed for the rest of the Fair. 

Axl Rose returned to St. Louis to return to court for his part in the riot that occurred during 
the Guns N* Roses concert in July 1991 at the Riverport Amphitheater. Biker Billy “Stump" 
Stephenson’s $2 million suit was settled out of court for an autograph and more than 
$160,000. 

Domino's Pizza canceled its .^minute delivery guarantee in December after a woman in- 
jured when a delivery driver struck her car in 1989 was awarded a $79 million judgment. 

Hillary Clinton, revolutionized the concept of first lady, by devising a new system for health 
care. 


Sears, Roebuck and Company eliminated its catalog. 

The Dalai Lama visited St. Louis. 

Douglass C. North of W ashington I niversity won a Nobel Peace Prize for his economic the- 
ory. 

Sen. Bob Pack wood (R-Ore.) was accused of sexually harassing staffers. Packwood refused 
to release his daily diaries which allegedly give some proof of these actions. 

An earthquake hit the San Fernando Valley area in California at 4:31 A.M. (California 
Timei, Monday, January 7, 1994. It registered a 6.6 on the Richter Scale. A week after the 
quake, thousands of after shocks were still being felt. The quake damaged television studios, 
causing tapings of shows to be delayed, t'niversal Studios Hollywood Theme Park closed its 
‘Farthquake’ ride, because they felt it was inappropriate to operate the ride during this time 
of tragedy following the real earthquake. The earthquake caused billions of dollars in dam- 
age, more than Hurricane Andrew. 

The new inductees into the Rock and Roll Hall Of Fame were Elton John. John I.ennon, Bob 
Marley, The Animals, The Greatful Dead. Duane Fddy, Willie Dixon. Johnny Otis, Rod 
Stewart, and The Band. 
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1. Kimberly Clarice Aiken, Miss South Caro- 
lina, became one of the youngest women to win 
the Miss America pageant. In Atlantic City on 
September 18, 1993. She immediately an- 
nounced plans to spend the year working to help 
the homeless. 

2. It was one of the most dramatic home runs in 
the long history of the World Series. Joe Carter 
of the Toronto Blue Jays stepped to the plate in 
the ninth inning of the sixth game, with two 
runners on base and the score 6-5 in favor of 
Philadelphia. The Blue Jays lead the series, 
three games to two. After one swing of Carter’s 
hat, the game was over and the Jays had won 
their second straight series. The right Beider 
circled the bases, arms outstretched over his 
head, and slapped palms with third base coach 
.\ick Leyva as the crowd in Toronto SkyDome 
stood and cheered. 

3. “Seinfeld,” which features the comic misad- 
ventures of the New York comedian and his 
friends, was named best comedy series and 
received the Emmy Award on September 29, 
1993. The NBC program took home three tro- 
phies, making it one of the night’s two biggest 
winners, along with “Picket Fences. ” 

4. One of the biggest sports stories of the 
1993-94 basketball season occurred before the 
first pre-season exhibition game. Michael Jor- 
dan announced his retirement. Jordan’s retire- 
ment came after he had led the Chicago Bulls to 
three straight National Basketball Association 
Championships. “The thrill is gone. I’ve done it 
all. There’s nothing left for me to do,” Jordan 
said the night before his formal announcement. 
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1. On a sunny Monday, September 13, 1994, 
all eyes were on two old enemies in their new 
roles as peacemakers. Men who say “sa- 
laam” in Arabic or “sbalom” in Hebrew 
shook hands for the first time in the name of 
‘peace. ‘A grasp by Arab Yasser Arafat of the 
hand of Jew Itzhak Rabin was called “a great 
occasion of history and hope.” A few minutes 
earlier Rabin’s Israel and Arafat’s Palestine 
Liberation Organization had signed a peace 
treaty that once seemed unimaginable. The 
PLO recognized the right of Israel to live in 
peace, Israel, in turn, recognized the PLO as 
the representative of Palestinians. 

2. Flanked by forklifts carrying reams of 
government rules and regulations. President 
Clinton and Vice President Gore outlined 
plans to cut, consolidate and reshape the 
federal bureaucracy. The president’s speech 
on September 7, 1993, promised S180 billion 
in savings by the century’s end. Clinton’s 
vision of the streamlined government would 
have 252,000 fewer jobs. Thousands of fed- 
eral employees would be phased out through 
attrition, buyouts, early retirement and 
retraining for private sector Jobs. 

3. President Clinton’s point man on health 
care reform in 1993 was his wife. First Lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton. When Airs. 
Clinton appeared before Congress to implore 
members to work with the administration to 
overhaul the health care system, she got a 
movie star’s reception. 

4. Pope John Paul II used some of the 
harshest rhetoric of his 15-year papacy to 
decry abortion and euthanasia during his 
four-day trip to the United States in August, 
1993. “The culture of life means respect for 
nature and protection of God’s work of crea- 
tion, ” John Paul said in a farewell address. 
Earlier that week, the Pope concluded World 
Youth Day, the Biannual pilgrimage of inter- 
national young converted by the Pope.

1. It was the biggest, wettest story of the summer. The 
floods that washed across the Midwest may have been 
the worst in American history, and they captured the 
concern of peopie across the nation. The stage for 
disaster was set during the winter, when unusually 
heavy snow fell. There were no midwinter thaws, so the 
snow meited rapidly as spring arrived, enough to cause 
scattered record flooding. Then came the rains. Des 
Moines logged more than 32 inches by the end of July, 
compared with 18. 7 in a normal year, the casualties 
ranged from the thousands left homeless to investors 
and consumers in every corner of the United States. 

2. and 3. The world was drawn to Somalia in 1992 by 
photographs of starving children. The following year 
everyone viewed photographs of fighting adults. Moga- 
dishu was a city divided, with a northern sector held by 
warlord Ali Mahdi Mohammed, and the south by a 
rival, Mohamed Farah Aidid. Aidid and Ali Mahdi had 
united to overthrow dictator Mohammed Siad Barre. 
whom they forced into exile in 1991. But their ensuing 
contest for power led to a full-scale war over Moga- 
dishu that killed 350,000 people in fighting and exacer- 
bated a famine. U.N. forces launched a manhunt for 
Aidid, but its forces halted ground patrols and all but 
essential military convoys in Mogadishu after an 
October 3 battle that left 18 American, one Malaysian 
and more than 300 Somalis dead. 

4. An Amtrak train hurtled off a bridge into an inky 
bayou in Saraland, Alabama, early on the morning of 
September 22, 1993, plunging its sleeping passengers 
into a nightmare of fire, water, and death. A barge had 
struck and weakened the bridge shortly before the 
wreck, which killed 4 7 people aboard the cross-country 
Sunset Limited. Some of the victims were trapped in 
a submerged, silver passenger car, others in a burned 
engine. It was the deadliest wreck in Am Irak’s 23-year 
history. But 159 people survived, and some helped 
other passengers who dung to wreckage from a col- 
lapsed section of the bridge. 

5. Russia, one oftbe world’s great powers, experienced 
political upheaval in 1993 more typical of a Third 
World nation. When President Boris Yeltsin dis- 
banded the legislature September 21, many of its 
hard-liners barricaded themselves inside the parlia- 
ment building, or “White House,” in Moscow. Vice 
President Alexander Rutskoi and others tried to wrest 
power from Yeltsin in an attempted coup. But, follow- 
ing Yeltsin ’s orders, tanks and troops flushed out the 
defiant lawmakers, many of them old-line Communists 
opposed to Yeltsin’s attempts to move the nation 
toward a free market economy. The world was stunned 
by the sight of fire raging uncontrolled inside the 
stately parliament building. When the smoke cleared, 
the rebellion was crushed and its leaders were jailed. 
A commission was formed to create a new legislative 
framework, and elections for a parliament were estab- 
lished.

Frederico Fellini-direclor, Italian cinematic genius, directed La Dolce Vita and 8 h . 

Don Ameche-actor, won Best Supporting Actor Oscar for Cocoon, also starred in Heaten Can Wail, Trading Places, and The 
Story of Alexander Graham Bell. 

Raymond Burr-actor, appeared in over 90 movies, including Rear Window, also known for his roles on T.V. as Det. Robert

Joseph L. Mankiewicz-writer and director, Academy Award-winning writer and director whose films included All About Ere 
and A Letter to Three Wires. 

Pablo Escobar-Columbian drug lord, his Medellin cartel bombed police stations and newspapers, and terrorized public offi- 
cials. 

Robert C. Maynard-journalist, former publisher of the Oakland Tribune, one of the most respected black journalist in Amer- 
ica. 

Joseph Pulitzer Jr.-journalist, a former editor and publisher of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

Thomas A. Dorsey-composer. father of gospel music, wrote ''Precious Lord, Take My Hand" which Mahalia Jackson sang 
at Martin Luther King Jr.’s funeral. 

Thurgood Marshall-lawyer and Supreme court justice, first black to serve on the Supreme Court. 

Matthew B. Ridgway-military man. He commanded the Army's first major airborne campaign, led the 82nd Airborne divi- 
sion on D-Day and later succeeded Gen. Douglas MacArthur during the Korean W'ar. 

Johnny Mize-baseball player, baseball's "Big Cat” whose long-ball power earned him election to baseball's hall of fame. 
DeVerne Lee Calloway-politician, first black to serve in Missouri's Legislature. 

Bob Hardy-radio personality, KMOX Radio newsman and talk-show host. 

Christine Busalacchi-lraffic accident victim who was at the center of a "right-to-die” controversy after being in a vegetative 
slate for almost six years. 

Emile Ardolino-director, brought his passion for dance to the screen in Dirty Paadog and Sister Act. 

Anthony Burgess-author, author of A Clockwork Oraage. 

Pierre Culliford-artist, the true Papa Smurf, he was the artist that created the comic-strip clan of the blue forest gnomes.

October. 

Albert King-blues legend, guitarist whose music influenced Jimi Hendrix, Johnny Winter, and Eric Clapton.

Carlos Montoya-musician, Spanish-born guitarist that romanced listeners with virtuosic improvisations that became fla- 
menco music.

Max Klein-Paint-by-Numbers inventor, he began selling kits in 1952 with the slogan Every Mao a Rembrandt.

Donald "Deke” Slayton- astronaut, one of the original Mercury Seven astronauts, he went up with the Apollo-Soyuz mission, 
in which a U.S. spacecraft docked with a Soviet ship. 

Curly Joe DeRita-actor, Curly Joe of the Three Stooges appeared in series of feature films including Snow White and the 
Three Stooges and The Three Stooges Meet Hercules. 

Davey Allison-stock-car driver, winner of the 1992 Daytona 500. 

Telly Savalas-actor, famous for his television role as the detective. Kojak. 

Patrick Lippert-political activist, started 1992*s Rock The Vote Registration Drive and also lobbied for passage of the so- 
called Motor Voter Bill which in 1993, enables new voters to register when they get their drivers licenses.
